Tlie outfit, concealed in a basement 
beneath a blacksmith siiop, consisted of 
fifty gallon stills with complete attach- 
ments. According to the federal officers 
the distillery apparently had been in op- 
eration for several months and fo clev- 
erly was it concealed that it might have 
been continued indefinitely had not a 
negro reported it.

Large Proportion of the At- 
tempts Unsuccessful, the 
Records Show. 


Kansas City, Mo., Sept. 28.—Crimes 
committed against banks represented in 
t))e American Bankers' association dtiring 
the past year have shown no marked in- 
crease, according to the annual report of 
the protective department at the conven- 
tion of the association here today, and it 
was further shown that a large propor- 
tion of the burglaries and similar crimes 
proA'ed unsuccessful. 


For the period from August 1, 1915, to 
Sept. 1, this year, there was a total of 
428 arrests and 307 couA'ictions. The re- 
port notes that the losses sustained by 
members in'connection with burglaries 
amounted only to $7,754, Avhile the loss 
sustained by non-members amounted to 
more than $60,000. Through 35 holdups, 
however, there was a loss to members of 
$65,821, and through nine snenk thefts 
a loss of $26,500. The department now 
has 4,720 photographs of criminals, coni- 
jirising burghirs, hold-up men, sneak 
thieves, forgers and bogus check opera- 
tors, w'ith a complete record of each. 


A large number of the crimes attempt- 
ed against banks arc duo to carelessness 
on the part of the banks in permitting 
customers to use funds represented in 
uncollected checks, according to the re-

Today's War News 


Given in Summary 


On the British front north of th« 
Somme tho Germans have been driv- 
en further back at various points 
along the four and a half mile line 
between Martinpuich and Gueude- 
court, London announces today. In 
the center of this sector the British 
have advanced to within 800 yards 
of Eaucourt I'Abbaye. 


The French have been thrusting 
out forcefully east from Rancourt 
toward Peronne against which the 
speedy development of their envsl- 
oping movement is now to be ex- 
pected. Meanwhile activity has been 
resumed at Verdun, the Germans 
again attacking east of the MeuM, 
between Thiaumont and Fleury. The 
assaults 
were 
repulsed 
by 
th« 
French with heavy losses to ths 
crown prince's troops, Paris de- 
clares. 


The Russians have resumed thair 
violent attacks in southern Volhy- 
nía and Galicia but report a stub- 
born defense by the Austro-German 
armies which are declared to be de- 
laying the Russian advance by rs- 
peatedly counter attacking. 


From Macedonia come additional 
reports of a determined Bulgarian 
resistence of the entente offansiv* 
in the region west of the Vardar. 
The repulse of Bulgarian attacks 
upon the French and* Russians nsar 
Fiorina is reported by tho French 
war office. 


The British are increasing thsir 
artillery 
activity on the Struma 
front near Janina. Although so far 
as is known Greece h u not yet for- 
mally entered the war as an active 
belligerent on the side of the en- 
tente, the announcement is reiter- 
ated from Athens today that she 
will apeedily take this course. 


The German reichstag meets to* 
day in Berlin for what promises to 
be possibly a short session but nev- 
ertheless a stirring and important 
one. 
Interest in the opening cen- 
tered 
on 
the 
speech of Dr. von 
Bethmann-Hollwegg, the imperial 
chancellor, particularly as to what 
allusion he might make to the sub- 
ject of peace. 


Athens, Wednesdaj', Sept. 27.—(Via 
London. Sept. 28.—loTao a. m.)—The - 
Associated Press is in a position to 
state positively that King Constantine 
decided this morning' in favor of sltx 
Immediate declaration of war on Bul- 
garia. 


Reports that a general mobilization 
has been ordered are premature. After 
the session of the council of ministers 
at the palace this morning. Premier Kal- 
eogeropoulos hastily called a cabinet 
meeting. The premier declared the gov» 
ernment AA-as giA-ing the fullest consid- 
eration to the situation and said there 
might be addressed to Bulgaria a note 
of such 
character 
that 
mobilization 
would logically foIIoAA-. Later in the dar 
it developed that the king had decide«! 
on a declaration of war against Bulga- 
ria.

What Greece Will Dmand. 


The decision has not yet been an- 
nounced publicly, as numerous detaila 
have to bo Avorked out. 
They includo 
an ultimatume to Bulgaria demandinj^ 
instant evacuation of aU Greek Macedo- . 
nia as Avell as plans for mobilization un- 
der the difficult conditions presented by 
the occupation of Greek territory by 
entente forces. 


The king this morning discussed the

Gen. ^Vlosothopouloua, chief of staff, and 
Gen. Yanakitsas, former minister

»a." m.)—In the lull which has occurred 
a f t e r the great two days' battle in 
Vhich fivo villages and 5,000 prisoners 
tvere taken by the allies, the corres- 
,pendent of the Associated Press has 
,'liad an opportunity 
to 
glean 
many 
ietories from 
the 
participants in the 
truggle. 
These stories were not only 
f courage and heroism, but of humor. 
'The most wonderful of all the tales 
told was that of one of the t^nks or 
new armored motor cars, whii h started 
;ier Berlin on its own account. 
This 
•jnonstrous land ship did nf)t wait on 
'the infantry after the taking of Guede- 
«ourt but plodded across lots looking 
¡for its prey. In course of tirne it found 
a German trench. 
As it engaged the 
occupants, it ran out of gasoline. AVhen 
jthe Germans found this strange crea- 
Iture, curiosity and revenge was a big 
li«lp to their courage. They went after 
it with the avidity of pre-historic man 
stalking a Avounded mammoth Avhose 
Ibulk was fast in one of the alleys of 
the cave dwellers. 
No pueh game was 
i*iven seen on this western front, mark- 
'•ed as it has been by all kinds of bizarre 
^fighting. 


Attack Crouching Beast. 


According to the accounts given by 
the British ofiicers with veracious so- 
Jcmnity, Avhile Ihe tank's machine gun 
i^lDlazed right and loft, somo of the Ger- 
.'nians managed 
to 
cree)j along 
tho 
trenches un<ler the forelegs and hind 
*3egs of tho crouching lioasl. Then they 
• Bwarmed over it looking for an opening 
through which to strike at its vitals. 
They lirod their rifles into joints and 
Ijombed it all over, but to no more avail 
than burglars trying to reach the in- 
side 
of a battleship 
turret with a 
jimmy. 
All the while tho tank's ma- 
chine guns kept busy at the human 
targets in reach, while its crew, chosen 
daredevils, concluded 
to 
slick until 
they starved or the Germans found the 
proper can opener to get them out. 


Finally the British infantry in the 
rear, seeing tho tank in distress, re- 
fused to wait on any general's orders

'trances of dugouts that they could find

^close to his side. They beckoned to him 
'and he thought that they were prisoner:; 
,left behind by their escort, but as he 
^•went toward them one shot him dead.

iLater on other Grermans came to the 
surface and began firing into the backs 
of a party 
of SritiSh 
pioneers 
who

When the pioneers 


returned after

onors an oiScer and fifty men. 
It is 
supposed that the Germans here had 
found the forgotten tunnels of inediavel 
monastery and added auxiliary onea to 
suit their own purposes. 


Germans Complain of Artillery. 


All observers agree that of late the 
Germans, when left in isolated strong 
points with orders to hold fast to the 
death, are less inclined than formeny 
to obey their instructions to the letter. 
An officer of the second Prussian guard 
reserve division who was captured yes- 
terday was Jn a state of exceptional 
disgust and" expressed himself 
freply. 
"Wo got no support from our artillery," 
he said. 
"The British had double our 
number of guns and three times as many 
aeroplanes, while our aviators seemed to 
have lost their nerve. My battalion was 
always put in the worst possible posi- 
tion. Some of my men, who were given 
Rexa autoriîatic rifles, threw them down 
without 
waiting 
for 
the 
British to 
charge. 
Last ditch ¡)arties are left to 
stick in face of the British guns auJ 
British charges v.ith the assurance that 
if they stick it out a counter-attack will 
rescue them.

The decision of Greece to enter the 
war ends one of the most interesting 
diplomatic conflicts in world history. 


With Italy, Bulgaria, and Rumania, 
Greece pivoted on the brink of war 
from the first daj- of the world con- 
nict. 


Now that the country has decided 
to take the plunge, the last of the un- 
certain powers is out in the open, a 
diplomatic war is ended in victory for 
the entente and the way is open for a 
finish fight in the batlefields of Europe. 


When it Avas said that "Greece has 
decided to enter the war" this state- 
ment can be considered only as "one 
of formality, for if all indications hold 
good, the truth Is that the king has 
been forced to lead Grecce into the 
war. 


Why Greece Takes Step. 


Why Greece has acted as it has may 
be explained in the folloAving sum- 
mary : 


1. Attitude of former Premier Ven- 
izielos, who since the war began has 
insisted that Grcecc join the entente. 


2. Failure of tho Bulgarians 
and 
their allies to keep Bulgaria's promise 
not to seize Urama, Seres and Kavala. 


3. Seizure of the Greek army corps 
(40.000 men) at Kavala and deporta- 
tion of the troops to Germany., 


The peojile of Greece have leaned to- 
ward the entente allies since tho begin- 
ning of the. Avar. 
King 
Cpnstantine, 
Avhose queen is a si.ster of Kaiser V\ il- 
helm, has been considered pro-German, 
hoAvever, and until noAv has balked all 
efforts to throAv (¡reece into the Avar on 
the side of the entente. 


NN'hen pressure from the people first 
Avas ap))lied, about a year ago, negotia- 
tions Avere begun JietAveen Greece and 
the entente, at Avhich time, it is under- 
stood, (.'recce Avas offered valuable con- 
cessions foi- its service in the Avar. 


King Prevents "War. 


Delay by 
the 
king, 
however, kept 
Greece from joining the entente 
and 
national affairs in the kingdom drifted 
from bad to Avor.^e until tho entente 
virtually established a dictatorship in 
most of the country. 


The first .step in the dictatorship came 
Avith the establishment of the entente's 
IJalkan base at Saloniki on the invita- 
tion of the fireek government. Avhich 
sought to aid Serbia, as required bA' 
treaty. 


Protests by Greece to the entente Avpre 
futile and Avhen the king assumed an 
arbitrary demeanor the entente began 
to ai»ply more pressure on the coiintrv. 
Among the first measures Avas a block- 
ade. This was effective in bringing the 
kine to a declaration of "benevolent neu- 
trality." 


Gradually 
the entente 
strengthened 
its grip on the country until it had 
seized all the means of comnumication 
and ousted German agents.

ZEPPELINS. 
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Our Guests, the Doctors 


i 
Members of the Indiana State Medical association to tlic num- 
ber of several hundred noAv gathered in Fort "Wayne for the annual 
(Convention of that organization may be assured of Fort "Wayne's 
inost kindly interest and its most gracious hospitality. We are glad 
the doctors are with us. Fort Wayne, consi)icuous as a medical and 
surgical center, knows their kind—knows it, likes it, and honors it, 
too. Physicians from far and near in Indiana are here foregathered 
for a day or two of relaxation from the serious and the strenuous and 
the tedium of the profession, but it is not wholly play-time. In fact, 
the inspiring motive of this gathering is not an outing, not pleasure 
and not frivolity. The doctor plans by interchange of ideas, by discus- 
sion ^f experience and by recounting observation to take back to his 
pwn sphere of professional activity some .of the fruits of the skill and 
the discovery of his co-laborers in the profession, to the end that all 
may share to the completest possible degree the advance of science 
and the triumphs of his profession. 


It is but simple justice to the medical profession to recognize that 
in perhaps no other avenue of human endeavor are the discoveries, 
the fruits of experience and the achievements that mark progress so 
freely and so fully shared with the world as are those of these whose 
mission is not merely to cure, but to prevent, disease. 
The finest 
minds and the most skilled practitioners of medicine and surgery free- 
ly ajid promptly share with their associates everywhere the fruits of 
their discoveries to the end that human kind may profit. It is un- 
selfishness no less than devotion that exalts the profession as per- 
haps nothing else could do. Quite as important and quite as admir- 
able, too, are the endeavors of the doctor in the direction of disease 
prevention. The average practitioner, devoted to his profession, is 
constantly admonishing, constantly warning and constantly counsel- 
ling to the end not merely that we may be cured, but that we may es- 
cape disease. The public health activities of the doctor constitute a 
contribution of inestimable value to human kind. 


We haven't completely discharged our obligation to the doctor 
lyhen we have paid the bill he renders for his professional services. 
Humanity owes him a far greater debt than is measured by the fees 
he sometimes gets, but often doesn't. These arc a few of the reasons 
why it is a pleasure and an honor to P'ort Wayne to have as her guests 
the doctors of Indiana on an occasion like the present one. 


The United States cannot be definitely and completely safe from 
•embroilment in the European conflict so long as that unfortunate 
struggle is continued. Untoward incidents that affect us may develop 
at any time in the most unexpected fashion and from unexpected 
quarters. 
That has been the history of our difficulties. With Mr. 
Hughes, vehemently seconded by Colonel Roosevelt, insisting that

And judged by what 
he ha.s «iiceeeded in doing, would you have had him do things dif- 
ferently? Or do you care to entrust the job to somebody else? 


Political managers in Indiana have forwarded registration blanks 
to Hoosier i^oldiers on the Mexican border in order that they may 
properly qualify for voting in November, but there appears to be no 
posible provigion for casting the ballots unless good luck should en- 
able them to get home before November. The order to General Fun- 
, stoij to select ten thousand of the guardsmen for immediate return and 
/muster out leads to the hope that at least a part of the Indiana troops 
will .be among those chosen. To that extent the problem will be 
solved. But Indiana should promptly remedy her neglect that dis- 
qualiid^S ber citizen soldiery from voting while absent fr(Jm the state 
on duty and to that extent penalizes the guardsnian for responding 
to the call of bis country.

Statistics compiled from police records 
show tliat more people have been killed 
and injured by automobiles in this coun- 
try since the first of the year than have 
been victims of Zeppelins since the be- 
ginning of the war. The German airships 
had killed 368 people and injured about 
1,000 up to Sept. 25. That was the work 
of more than two years of warfare. 
A 
total of 205' people have been killed on 
the.streets of Chicago in automobile ac- 
cidents since Jan. 1. 


When we. read in the morning paper 
that a squadron of Zeppelins had sailed 
over Great Britain the night before drop- 
ping from the dïouds death and destnxc- 
tion to scores of men, women and chil- 
dren we are greatly impressed by the 
horror of it all. But the total of deaths, 
injuries and the property loss inflicted 
by the most 
successful Zeppelin 
raid 
would not equal the aggregate 
of the 
Sunday automobile casualties if the to- 
tal for the country could be assembled 
in any Monday morning paper. 


Conditions in this country are grow- 
ing worse each month and will continue 
to do so unless drastic action is taken 
to enforce safety. The number of auto- 
mobiles in use is being augmented rap- 
idly. The problem of conserving the lives 
and limbs uselessly sacrificed is serious 
enough to merit vigorous action. 
We 
can not hope to eliminate all motor car 
mishaps, but we can and should reduce 
very materially the awful toll that is be- 
ing taken by recklessness.

George C. Carruthers, special 
for the state department, has jus- 
turned from an ofBcial errand to Mca- 
icali, seat of government in Lower 
California. 
He is entirely silent on 
the object of his mission, adding 
a 
touch of mystery to various reports 
that "something 
is going 
on aown 
south." 


Another special agent with 
head- 
quarters at San Diego has, during the 
year, discussed with Governor Ksteban 
Cantu, of Lower California, the feasi- 
bility of such a purchase. 


Influential Americans who have lived 
Eouth of the line for years, but who still 
retain citizenship in the United States, 
lave been quietly fostering a move- 
ment to influence just such a deal. 


"S^liatever work has been condui^ted 
as regards a •possible purchase 
has 
been accomplished so quietly that as 
yet no definite information has been 
obtained from authentic governmental 
sources. • 


Americans in touch with the situa- 
tion, however, suggest the following 
possibilities in connection with rumor- 
ed negotiations: 


General Carranza has signified his 
willingness to sell this territory to the 
United States in consideration of the 
support our government has given the 
de facto ruler of Mexico. 
The mone- 
tary profit oC such a sale would be ac- 
ceptable to the de facto government at 
this time. 
Negotiations, if any are in 
progress, are being made through Gov- 
ernor

agent. 


Uncle Sam has a particular interest 
in Lower California from a military 
viewpoint. 
By purchase of that coun- 
try he could in one move put an end to 
a tantalizing fear that Magdalena bay 
might some daj' be made a ba.se of for- 
eign occupation on this continent. 


In addition to military reasons, ac- 
quisition of this state to the south, a 
country 800 by 100 miles with 40,000 
people, would open a new field of en- 
deavor to American people. 


Lower California is logically a part 
of the. United States, an extension of 
the state of California. It is separated 
from the Mexican mainland by the 
Gulf of California, the Colorado river 
¡¡and SOO miles of desert in northwest- 
ern Sonora.

Two Detectives Are Now at 
Work on Case of $1,000 
Jewelry Theft. 


Two Pinkerton detectives from Chi- 
cago arrived in Fort Wayne early Thurs- 
day morning to start work on the ease 
of the robbery of the L. M. Beck jewelry 
store, 918 Calhoun street, in which $1,000 
in money and diamonds were taken. 


The 
robbery 
occurred 
Wednesday 
evening between fi:15 and 7:30 o'clock, 
during the hardest rainfall of the even- 
ing. 3Ir. Beck was at lunch during that 
time. 


Entrance to the store was made by 
breaking a heavy 
padlock 
from 
the 
barred rear window and using a bar to 
raise tho window itself. 
The diamonds, 
valued at $900, were in a tray in the 
front window. 
From the cash register, 
just back of the window, $100 was re- 
moved.

block. 
The bookstore was entered Mon- 
day night and $500 worth of pens and 
kodaks 
taken. 
Entrance 
was

through a rear window in each cas.-. 
Knowledge pf surroundings and definilo 
understanding of what was to be taken 
beforehand seems to show up in both 
cases. 


Two lights were burning in the Beck 
•store at the time of the early evening 
robbery. 
The tray of diamonds lay in 
the most conspicuous part, of the Avin- 
dow. 
Wrist 
watches, bracelets, 
lavil- 
liel-s and other valuable jewelry 
were 
•scattered about in the window. 
Noth- 
ing but diamonds were touched. 
The 
thief evidently worked quickly and left 
tho biiilding after getting the 
thirty- 
si.x valuable stones. 
Several nickels and 
pennies were left in the register. 
Only 
bills were removed. 


Beck notified the police at once when 
he discovered his loss upon return 
to 
the store after lunch. 
He had expected 
to put the jewels away in a few min- 
utes. 
Detective Sergeants Immel, Run- 
dell and Junk hastened to the .«(tore, but 
had little evidence to start work on. Tlie 
robber had carefully closed the rear win- 
dow, placed the bars in their 
former 
position and then climbed the high rc.nr 
fence to safety several minutes before 
the police were notified. 


Beck carries protection in the Jew- 
elers' Surety as.sociation. 
He notified 
the central office at Xew York and later 
called 
Chicago Wednesday

girl in the meantime—was

before the state board of pardons yes- 
terday b^ John Hodgson, his father; 
E. 13. Farr and J. B. Strange, all Grant 
county farmers. 


The tale of the spectacular flight of 
the fugitive and his arrest at 
Pitts- 
burg, ra., where he was working as a 
drug clerk, was 
brought 
out in the 
hearing. 
It was related to the board 
that Hodgson comes of a highly re- 
spected family and that lie had been 
brilliant and ambitious 
as a 
youth. 
His clevcr forgeries at Frankfort, his 
marriage to a Louisville, Ky., gril while 
fleeing from justice, and the later trou- 
ble of tho pair in Chicago, where they 
were arrested under other names after 
being implicated in diamond and 
de- 
partment 
store swindles 
also 
were 
brought out. 


Jt was in Chicago that Hodiison es- 
caped from a hospital just as his iden- 
tity was about to be established. 
Hia 
wife was arrested and returned to her 
parents. 
Hodgson's presence in many 
cities of the country was made known 
by letters to his 
father and by the 
work- of detectives, who arrived alwaya 
too late to make an arrest. 
When fin- 
ally caught, it was said that the young 
man put up a number of ruses to win 
'sympathy, one of them being an imper- 
sonation of a dope ilend. 


There was no opposition to the appli- 
cation. 
It was presented in a petition 
that officials of 
the defrauded bank^i 
had been reatof-ed- all except about $1,- 
200 of the money lost. 
They recom- 
mended his release. 
Tlie father said 
that if the young man were released on 
parole he would help him pay back all 
of the money obtained unlawfully.

Indianapolis, Ind., Sept. 28.—Weather 
and crop conditions in Indiana for the 
past week are summarized by the Uni- 
ted States weather bureau report, is- 
sued today, as follows: 


The early 
frosts and the 
continued 
dry weather have hastened the maturin;^ 
of the corn crop and the filling of silos 
and cutting of corn for fodder are going 
on apace. 
Ensilage corn has been con- 
siderably damaged by the frosts in some 
sections and in tho northern 
counties 
corn is so dry that it can be cut only 
during the morning while damp 
witli 
dew. 
It is believed that most corn will 
be ready to crib by the last of October. 
Clover hulling continues to make good 
progress, the weather being very favor- 
able for this work, but the preparation 
of the seed bed for winter wheat goes 
on rather slowly on account of lack of 
moisture. 
'Wlieat seeding has begtm in 
scattered localities, but has not yet be- 
come general. 
The acreage 
sown 
to 
wheat will probably be somewhat less 
than the average for past years. 
Toma- 
toes are ripening fast and the canners 
are rushing the pack. 
Fall pastures, ex- 
cept in low land, are very short 
and 
young clover is much in need of rain.

brecht as chiefs.

Many hogs have been vaccinated and 


farmers are advised to vaccinate where 
the disease has already' entered their 
herds or where hogs are on farms near 
the place of the cholera. Notices are being 
posted on farms where cholera exists as 
follows: 
"When necessary to drive or 


•\vjjlk through these yards you must clean 
your shoes, the feet of the horses and the 
wheels of vehicles by. washing them with 
a two per cent solution of a reliable dis- 
infectant." 


Cases of tbe cholera are reported in 


Pleasant, Perry and St. Joe townships.
